Report of Secretary Stanton. 

We are not able to publish the entire re- 
port of the Hecrelary of War and will mere- 
ly give a sliort synopsis of tlie principal 
points of interest. 

The appropriations of the last Congress, 
for the War Department, amounted to 
$516,240,131 70 The estimates for the 
next fiscal year amount to $33,814,461 83. 
The estimates are based upon a standing 
force of 50,000 men. 

On the 1st of May, 1865, onr military 
force numbered 1,000,516 n»en, of whom 
over 800,000 have been mustered out. 

Official reports show that on the 1st of 
May, 1864, ilie aggregate military force of 
all arms, officers and men. was nine hun- 
dred and seventy thousand seven hundred 
and ten. Tfie aggregate available force at 
the above dsie, distributed in tlie different 
commands, was 662,345. 

Official reports show that on the 6rst of 
March, 1865, the aggregate national mili- 
tary force of all arms, officers and men, was 
nine hundred and sixtv-five thousand five

hiitidred and ninety-one. This force was 
aiigiuentcd on tlie first of May, 1805, by en- 
listments to the number of one million five 
hundred and sixteen of all arms, officers 
and men, (1,000,510. ) The aggregate avail- 
able force present for duty on the first o( 
March, distribuled in the (different "com- 
mands, was 003,598. 

On the 13lb of April, four days afler the 
surreijder'of tien. Lee, the reduction of our 
military forces^ and; expenditures commen- 
ced. Orders were issued to stop all dralting 
and recruiting in the loyal States; to curtail 
purchases of munilionslof^^war'and Quarter- 
master and Coiiimissary supplies; to reduce 
the number of General and SlafI' officers to 
the actual necessities of the service; and tore- 
move all resirictions upon trade and com- 
merce, so far as consisleut with the public 
safety. These measures have been carried 
into efiect as speedily as the exigencies ol 
the service would permit. Troops to the 
ntiitiher ol 809,903 have already been tnus- 
tered out, paid ofi* and disbanded. 

The estimates lor the next fiscal year are 
based upon a standing force of 50,000 men, 
so organized as to admit of an increase, 
without additional organizations, to 82,000 
troops of all_arm.s. 

The present military organization com- 
prehends nineteen departments, embraced 
in five military divisions. The divisions are 
as follows: Of the Atlantic, Maj. Gen 
Meade commanding; the Mississippi, Maj 
Gen. Sherman; the Gulf, Maj. Gen Sheri 
dan; the Tennessee, Maj. Gen G. II 
Thoinas; the racific, Maj. Gen. II. \V 
llalleck. 

The whole niiinher of colored troops en- 
listed during the rebellion was 178,975 
The largest mimher in service was on the 
the 15tli of July, 1805, viz, 123,150. There 
have been 33,234 coloreil troops mustered 
out, leaving in the service, after existing or 
ders lor inuster-oiil shall have been execut 
ed, 85,021. 

The Paymaster General reports that the 
total disbursements to the regular and vol 
nteer corps, since June 30th, 1864, to the 
date ol his report, amount in the aggregate 
to $524,054,940 37, Payments amounting 
to $270,000;000 have been made to about 
800,000 mustered out troops. .All the troops 
retained in service have been paid to June 
30th, 1865, and many to August 31st, 1.865 
All discharged have been paid in lull. The 
whole sum dinhiirsed by the Pay Depart- 
ment since the commencement of the war, 
from July 1,1861, to July 1, 180.', aniouiils 
to $1,028,239,000. 

In the Quartermaster's Department the 
aggregate amount realized on sales of mili- 
tary property since the close of the war is 
$13,357,345. There have been 128,840 hor- 
ses and mnles sold, which brought $7,500,- 
000. In all 13,887 persons, employed on 
wages, had been discharged from service in 
this Department at the c-nd ol September, 
1865, reducing its expenses per month $4,- 
086,093. Tlie burial records ol this De- 
partment, which do not include those who 
fell in battle and were buried on the field, 
show the interment in cemeteries of 110,- 
148 persons, of whom 98,827 were Federal 
soldiers, and 12,950 were rebels 

The Commissary General of Prisoners re- 
ports that, between the 1st of January and 
the 20ih of October, there were in ourcuslody 
ninetv-eiglit ihonsand eight hundred and 
two prisoneis of war. Ol these, nineteen 
hundred aad filly-five enlisted into the 
United .Stales service. Sixty-three thousand 
four hundred and forty-two were releascil 
alter the cessation ol lio.slilities, and ihirty 
three thousand one hundred and twenty- 
seven were ilelivered in e.vchange. Besides 
these, one hundred and sevenly-foiir thon- 
sand two hnndreil and twenty three prison 
era surrendered in difl'erenl rebel armies, anil 
were released on parole. All military pris- 
oners have been released, such except as were 
under sentence or awaiting trial lor grave of 
fenses. All iiiiprisooeil for olf'enaes against 
tlie draft laws and all deserters from the 
volunteer service have been released. 

The Secretary gives a general and highly 
interesting view of the closing campaigns of 
the war from the ‘On to Kichinond” down 
to the final collapse On the 9th day of 



ee surrendered hi.s army to 
Gen. Grant. On the 26lh of May Gen. Kir- 
bv Smith surrendered his command, west of 
the Mississippi, to Gen. Canhy. This com- 
pleted the disorganization of the entire rebel 
force. 

The conclusion ol the Secretary’s report 
narrating other causes which contributed to 
the overthrow of the rebellion, besides the 
success of our arms, will he found below: 

Beside the signal success vouchsafed to 
our arms, other causes contributed to over- 
throw the rebellion .Among the chief of 
these may he reckoned: 

1, The steadfast adherence of the Presi- 
dent to the measure of emancipating the 
slaves in the lebel States. Slavery was 
avowed by the leaders of the rebellion to be 
ts corner-stone. By that system millions 
o( people, constituting nearly the whole 
working population ol the .South, were em- 
ployed in producing supplies on the planta- 
tion, in the workshops and manuractories, 
and wherever labor was required, thus en- 
abling the white population to fill ibe rebel 
armies. The hopes of freedom, kindled by 
the emaniepation proclamation , paralyzed 
the industrial power of the rebellion. Slaves 
seized the chances to escape, discontent and 
distrust were engendered, the hopes ol the 
slave and the fears of the master, stimulat- 
ed by the success of the Federal arms, shook 
each day more and more the fabric built on 
human slavery. 

The resolute purpose ol Congress to 
maintain the Federal Union at all hazards, 
manilcsted by its legislation, was an etlicienl 
cause of our success. .Ample supplies ap- 
propriated lor the army and navy, revenue 
laws lor supplying the Treasury, careful re- 
vision and amendment of the laws lor re- 
cruling the army and enforcing the draft, 
gave practical direction to the patriotic pur- 
pose of the people to maintain a national 
existence that should afford protection anil 
respect by means of the Federal Union 
3 Patriotic measures adoptnl by the Gov- 
ernors of the loyal Ciiales, and the efficient 
aid they rendered the War Department in 
filling up the rniika ol the army and fur 
nisliing succor and relief to the sick -and 
wounded, largely coiiirihuted to the national 
preservation. Ol lliesc measures, one of the 
most important was the aid tendered by the 
Governors ol Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Iowa, 
Wisconsin and Michigan in the opening ol 
the campaign of 1804. 

On the 21st day of April, LS04, (iovernors 
Brough, Morton, Yates, Slone and Lewis 
made an offer to the President to the lollo'v 
ing efiect: 

That these Slates should lurnisli for the 
approaching campaign iniantry troops, 30,- 
OOO from Ohio, 20,(^ from Indiana, the 
same number from Illinois, 10,000 Irom 
Iowa, and 5,000 from Wisconsin; the (erm 
of service to he one hundred days: the 
whole nuiiiherlo he furnished svilliin twenty 
days; the troops to be armed, equipped, 
and transported ns other troops, but no 
bounty to be paid, nor aty credit on any 
draft, and the pending draft to go on until 
the State quota tvas filled. 

Afler full consideration and conference 
with the Lieutenant Geneial, this offer was 
accepted by President Lincoln. The Slate 
of Ohio organized within tour weeks, and 
placed in the field, 35,046 officers and men, 
being 5,640 troops more than the stipuliitcil 
quota. Other States, less able lo meet ihe 
contingency, coutrihule<l with alacrity all 
that could he raised. 

Although experience had shown that 
troops raised for a short term were more ex- 
pensive and of less value than those raised 
tor a longer period, these troops did imi»or- 
taut service in the campaign. They sup- 
plied garrisons and held posts (or which ex- 
perienced troops would have been required, 
and these were relieved so as lo join the 
armies in the field. In several instances 
the three months troops, at their own en- 
treaty, were sent lo the (ront, and displayed 
their gallantry in the hardest battles ol the 
f campaign. 

4. The result of the Presidential election 
of 1864 exerted an important influence upon 
the war. Intercepted letters ami despatches 
between the rebel leaders showed that their 
hopes ol success resleil greatly upon the 
Presidental election. If the Union party 
prevailed, the prosecution of the war until 
the national authority should be restored 
appeared inevitable, and the rebel cause 
desperate. Even on the battlefield the in- 
fluence of the election was felt. The over- 
whelming voice of the people at the Presi- 
dential election encouraged the heroic dar- 
ing of our own troops, and dismayed those 
who were fighting in a hopeless cause. 

5. The faith of the people in the national 
success, as manifested by their support ol 
the Government credit, also contributed 
much to the auspicious result. While thou 
sands upon thousands of brave men filled 
the ranks of the army, millions of money 
were required for the Treasury. These were 
furnished by Ihe people, who advanced their 
money on Government securities, and (reely 
staked their fortunes for the nalionnl de- 
fense. 

Looking to the causes that have accom- 
plished the national deliverance, there seems 
no room henceforth lo doubt the stability ol 
the Federal Union. These causes are per- 
manent, and must always have an active 
existence. The majesty of national power 
has been exhibited in the courage and lailh 
of our citizens, and the ignominy of rebel 
lion is witnessed by the hopeless end ol the 
great rebellion. Edwin M. .Stanton,

The .Annual Report of Ihe Hon. Hugh 
McCulloch, the Secretary of the Treasury, 
has been submitted to Congress by the Pre.s- 
ident, and presents a full exposition of the 
condition of the Xational finances. The 
Secretary congratulates the country on the 
fact that it has been enabled to bear the ex- 
penses of a protracted and costly war from 
its own resources, and without aid from for- 
eign capitalists, and derives a favorable 
augury ol the ability of the Nation to li- 
quidate all the obligations which it has con- 
tracted. 

Mr. McCulloch affirms the right of Con- 
gress at all limes to borrow money in such 
form as may he -most convenient, hut the 
right to make its obligations a legal tender 
(or the payment of all public and private 
debts can only be sustained by the unwritten 
law whicli*-anclions whatever acts may be 
committed by the representatives of the 
people for the defence of the Nation in time 
of extreme peril. Tite emergency having 
passed away, the legal lender clause should 
not be continued one moment longer than 
may he essential lo promote the return lo 
specie payments. It may not be desirable 
lo repeal the law immediately, hut as Con- 
gress could not;liave designed lo perpetuate 
in lime of peace a measure that wa.s only 
intended as an emergency of war, it is to 
the credit of the Government and the inter- 
est ol the people to restore its obligations to 
their lull specie value, and bring to a con- 
clusion the irredeemable paper money which 
must reflect a certain discredit upon the 
Government so long as it is maintained 
The .Secretary opposes the arguments ad- 
vanced in favor of making United .States 
notes a permanent currency, and states that 
the paper circulation should he flexible and 
accomodate itself to the wants ol trails, and 
it ruriiislied by the Government it would 
he liable lo he influenced by the wants of 
the Treasury and the interests of |K>litical 
parties rather than by the nere.vsiiies of Ihe 
people. 

Secretary McCulloch traces the relation- 
ship between enrrency and prices, ami de- 
duces from the financial panics ol 1837 and 
1857, the conclusion that an inllated circu- 
lation produces overtrading and high prices, 
while a contracted circulation cau.ses a re- 
duction in prices ol coiiimodiiies, and re- 
stores trade to a healthy basis. In 1860 the 
circulation amounted to $207,102,000; at 
the present time it has attained the startling 
roportions of $700,000,000. The ainouut of 
paper circulation on ihe3lst ol October last, 
was $704,218,038 20. 

As this excessive circulation increases the 
cost of living, and induces an unhealthy, 
feverish slate of business, the Secretary 
urges a reduced and steady contraction. 
With this view he recommends that Con- 
gress shall declare ihai the compound inter- 
est notes shall cease to he a legal lender 
from the date ol their maturity; and that 
the Secretary l.e authorized lo sell bonds at 
not moru than six per cent, interest lor the 
purpose of retiring not only the compound 
interest notes, hut also the United .Slates 
notes. The .Secretary refutes the assertion 
that the policy ol contraclidn will exercise 
an unfavorable influence on business. 

The .Secretary urges the importance to the 
Nation of Itinding the National debt, which 
amounted on the 31si of October last, to a 
total, including fumls in the rreastiry, of 
$2,808,549,437. lie C'limates that the to- 
tal indehte<lnt^s will he inereaseil at the 
close of Ihe fiscal year, .Iitiv 1st, 1806. to 
$3,O00,<M)(i.OOO. 

Receipts tor the fiscal vear ending .tune 
30, 186.5, were $l ,S9S,5,32,’5.33 24. Expendi- 
tiire.s were $1,897,074,224 09. Balance July 
1805, $858,309 15. The total Increase of 
the public debt during the vear was $941, 
902,5.37 04 

The Secretary eslintale.s that there will 
he a deficiency of $112,194,947 at the close 
of the fiscal year ending June 30ih, 1806. 
Tlie estimates for the year 1807 arc

Expenditures 284,817,181

recommends an increase in their salaries

As a means for the payment of the prin- 
cipal of Ihe National debt, Ihe .Secretary 
recommends the conversion of the present 
hond.s into securities hearing interest at five 
and five aud a half per cent ; a firm hut 
equitable system of taxation lo a point that 
ill produce a permanent income, over c.x 
pen.litiires, of $2lX),000,()Otj per year which 
shall be applied to the payment of the prin- 
cipal and interest of the National debt. 
The interest on $.3,000,000 at 5 per cent 
amounts lo $150,000,000, leaving a balance 
ol $50 000. 000 over the payment ol the in- 
terest during the first year. .As the amount 
ol interest will decrea.se with the succe.ssive 
p.aytiienls of the principal, it i.s calculated 
tliHt the entire debt may he liquidated with 
in a period of twenty-eight years. The .Sec- 
retary thinks this plan is entirely practica- 
ble and in accordance with the resources of 
the country, an<l recommends its considera- 
tion to Congress. 

The .Secretary thinks that a revision of 
the la.x laws, an.l a reduction and repeal of 
the tax on certniii articles would lighten 
many of its burdens, and produce an in 
crease ol revenue. The Reciprocity treaty 
is regarded as more favorable to the Canad 
ians than lo the United Slates, and its 
continnance is not desirable. A inodifica- 
lion of our larilU for the protection of the 
products of the United .States is recommend 
ed. 

Secretary McCulloch endorses the recom- 
mendation of the comptroller of the ctirren 
cy that the National Banks shall he request 
eil lo reileem their circulation at New York 
I’liilailelphia or Boston. The number ol 
National Banks organized on the 3Istof Oc- 
tober, was loot, lo which $205,000,000 
circulation has been issued He opposes 
any immediate increase in the circulation of 
N.ilional Bank notes. 1 1 is doubtful wlieth 
er a larger circulation is possible on 
specie ha.-is, towards which it i.s desirable lo 
relnrii. 

The importance of /slablishing the title 
to tlie mineral land- of the United .States is 
urged upon the aileniion of Congress. 

With a view lo check the increa.se of 
smuggling the sale ol the heavy reve

Oen. Grant’s Report. 

We regret being unable to give the above 
report in full, but will give extracts of in- 
terest Irom time to time, as we have oppor- 
tunity, As this IS the anniversary of the 
day on which Gen. Thomas made his grand 
attack upon Gen. Hood’s army aud saved 
Kentucky from dreaded invasion, we give 
that portion of the Lieut. General’s Report 
which refers to this action. 

THE .UOVEKBNTS OF HOOO’S AMIV. 

Hood, instead of following .Sherman, con- 
tinued his move northward, which seemed 
to me to he leading to bis certain doom. At 
all events, had I had the power to command 
both armies, 1 should not have changed the 
orders under which he seemed to he acting. 
Oil the 24lli 01 October the advance ot 
Hood's army attacked the garrison at De- 
catur, Ala., hut failing to carry the place, 
withdrew toward Courtland , and succeeded, 
in the (ace of onr cavalry, in effecting a 
lodgment on the north side of the Tennessee 
River, near Florence. On the 28th Forrest 
reached the Tennessee, at Fort Hienian, and 
captured a gunboat and three transports. 
On the 2d of November he planted batteries 
above and below .Tohnsonville, on the op- 
posite side of the river, isolating three gun- 
honls and eight transports. On the 4tli the 
enemy opened his batteries upon the place, 
and was replied to from the gunboats and 
the garrison. The gunboats becoming dis- 
abled were set on fire, as also were the trans- 
ports, lo prevent their falling into the bands 
of the enemy. About a milliou and a half 
dollars' worth of stores and properly on the 
levee and in storehouses was consumed by 
fire. On the 5tli the enemy disappeared 
and crossed lo the north side of tlie Ten- 
nessee River, above Jolinsonville, moving 
toward Clifton, and siihseqently joined Hood. 
On the night ul the 5tii, Gen. .Schofield, 
with the advance ol itie Twenty-third Corps, 
reached JoliDsonville, hut nfidlng the enemy 
gone, was ordered to Pulaski, and pul in 
command ol all the troops there, with in- 
structions lo watch the movements ot Hood, 
and retard his advance, hut not lo risk a 
general engagement until the arrival of 
Gen. A. J. Niiiitli's command from Missouri, 
and until Gen. Wilson could get his cavalry 
remounted. 

On the 19tli(ien. Hood continued his ad- 
vance. Oen. 3'hoinas, retarding him as 
mach as possible, fell hack toward Nash- 
ville for the purpose of concentrating hie 
command, and gaining time for the arrival 
ol reiiilorceinenis. The enemy coining up 
with onr main force, commanded by Gen 
Schofield, at Franklin, on the 30th, assault- 
ed our works repeatedly during the after 
noon until late at night, hut were in every 
instance repulsed. His loss in the battle 
w.as 1,750 killed, 702 prisoners, and 3, .800 
wounded. Among his losses were six gen- 
eral officers killed, six wounded, and one 
captured. Our entire loss was 2,300. This 
wits the first seriou.s opposition the enemy 
met with, and 1 am satisfied was the fatal 
blow to all his expectations. During the 
night, Gen. Ncliofield tell hack toward 
Nashville. This left the field lo the enemy 
— not Inst by itie battle, hut voluntarily 
abandoned — so that Oen. Thomas’ whole 
force might be brought together. The en- 
emy followed up, and commenced the es- 
tablishment ol his line in front ol Nash- 
ville on the 2d of December. 

.As soon as it was ascertained that Hooil 
was crossing the Tennessee River, and that 
Price was going out of Missouri, Gen Rose- 
crans was ordered to send lo Gen. Thomas 
the troops ol Gen. A. .1. Smith's command 
and such other troops as he could spare 
The advance of this reinforcemeni reached 
Nashville on the 30th of November. 

On the morning of the 15lli ol December 
Gen. Thomas attacked Hood in position, 
and, iu a battle lasting two days defeated 
and drove him from the field in the utmost 
confusion, leaving in onr hands most of his 
artillery and many thousand prisoners, in- 
cluding four general officers. 

Before the battle of Nashville 1 grew 
very impatient over, as it appeared to me, 
the unnecessary delay. This impatience 
was increased iipou learning that the enemy 
had sent a force ol cavalry across the "ura- 
herland into Kentucky. 1 feared Hood 
would cross his whole army and give us 
great trouble there. After urging upon Gen. 
Thomas the necessity of immediately as- 
suming the ofi'ensive, 1 started West to su- 
perintend mutters there in person. Reach- 
ing Washington City, 1 received (Jen. 
Thomas’ dispatch announcing his attack up- 
on the enemy, and the result as tar as the 
battle had progressed. 1 was delighted. 
.All fears and apprehensions were dispelled. 

I am not yet satisfied but that Gen. Thomas, 
immediately upon the appearance of Hood 
before Nashville, and lielore he had time'to 
fortify, should have moved out with his 
whole force and given him battle, instead of 
waiting to remount his cavalry, which de- 
layed him until the inclemency of the 
weather made it impracticable to attack 
earlier than he did. But his final defeat of 
Hood was so complete that it will be accept- 
ed as a vindication ol that distinguished ol- 
ficer'sjudgmen 1. 

Afler Hood's defeat at Nashville he re- 
treated, closely pursued by cavalry and in- 
fantry to the Teiinesste River, being forced 
lo ahanilon many pieces of artillery and 
most of his transportation. On the 28lh of 
December our advance forces ascertained 
that he had made good his escape lo the 
south si.lc ol the river. 

About this lime, Ihe rains having set in 
heavily in Tennessee and North Alabama, 
making it difficult to move army transporia- 
lion and artillery, (ieu. 'i'homas slopped the 
persuit by hia main force at the Tennessee 
river. .A small force of cavalry, under 
Col. W. J. I’alnier, Fifteenth Pennsylvania 
Volunteers, continued to lollow Hoorl for 
some distance, capturing considerable trans- 
poriation and the enemy's pontoon bridge.

lie it it enacted htj the General Aeeemhlj of the 
Commontccalth of Kenturki/t That an act entitled 
“An act to amend chapter 15 of tho Revised 
Statutes, entitled “Citizens, Expatriation, and 
.Aliens," passed March 11th, 1862, be and tho 
same is hereby repealed, and all persons coming 
within tho purview of said act are hereby declared 
restored to and possessed of all tho rights, privi- 
leges and immunities that they may have had un- 
dortho Constitution and laws of this Comiuon- 
woalth before tho phssago of said act. 

2. This act shall take ofl'oet and bo of force from 
and after its passage. 

The substitute is as follows: 

Be it enacted !<y the^General Anecmhltj of the 
Commontccalth of Kentucktj, That any person who 
shall havQ been a resident for tho year preced- 
ing his application, and has been a citizen of 
Kentucky , and shall have forfeited such citizen- 
ship by having engaged in or have connect- 
ed with the late rebellion against the Government 
of the United States, or agajnst this State, and 
shall have received pardon from the President of 
tho United States, or having accepted the terms 
of tho amnesty prescribed by the President, may 
bo restored to citizenship by producing such par- 
don or his oath of amnesty, before any court of 
record of tins Commonwe.alth, in tho county 
where he resides, and shall prove to tho satisfac- 
tion of tho court by at least two witnesses, eili- 
zens of this State, that said applicant has for a 
year pastbohaved himself as a man of good moral 
character, has conformed to tho requirement of 
said oath or pardon , and is attached to tho prin- 
ciples of tho Constitution of the U nited States and 
to tho Government of this State. 

Sec. 2. That said court, being satisfied tho ap- 
plication should bo granted, shall cause tho pro- 
ceedings to bo recorded, and make an order re- 
storing such applicant to all tho rights of citizen- 
ship. 

Mr, LILLY proposed to strike out ibe 
word “liny court of record" in tbe first sec- 
tion and insert “any Circuit Court, " which 
was rejected.

House — Mr. BE.ADLE was permitted to 
vote against Mr. BELL’.S amendment, and 
in favor of the repeal of the Expatriation 
Act. 

Mr. Y'OUNG offered the following resolu- 
tions, which were ordered to be printed |and 
referred to the Committee on Federal Rela- 
tions, viz:

an act, entiled “An act to prohibit and pre 
vent rebellion by citizens of Kentucky, and 
others in this .State." Passed. 

Mr. LI LL A RD — Corporations — To amend 
chapter 84, section 27, Revised .Statutes. 
Passed. 

'The House took up the resolution offered 
by Mr. McGrew, providing for a recess from 
the 20tb ol December to the 4th of January, 
which had been referred to the Committee 
on Claims. Mr. Bush, from the Committee 
on Claims, reported said resolution, with an 
amendment, striking out the 4lh of Jan- 
uary and inserting the 10th. Mr. Allen 
moved to amend by striking out the 20lh 
and inserting the 22d, and strikeout the 4th 
and insert the 3d. Rejected. Mr. Bush’s 
amendment was then adopted. Yeas 68; 
Nays 27 

'The resolution as amended was then 
adopted. Y'eas 67; Nays 23. 

SI’ECIAI, ORDEn. 

The House then took up the special order 
which was the bill reported by the commit- 
tee on the Judiciary, entitled, “An Act to 
increase the salaries of the Judges of the 
Court of -Appeals, of the Judges of the Cir- 
cuit Courts, of the .Judge ol the Jefferson 
Court of Common Pleas, and the .Judge of 
the Louisville Chancery Court. 

1. Be it enacted by the General Ataembly of the 
Commomeealth of Kentucky, That from and after 
tho first day of January, I860, tho Judges of tho 
Court of Appeals shall each roceivo an annual 
salary of three thousand and Qvo hundred dollars; 
and that tho judgos of tho Circuit Courts, tho 
Judge of tho Jefferson Court of Common Bleas, 
and tho Judges of tho Louisville Chancery Court, 
shall each receive an annual salary of two 
thousand and five hundred dollars. 

2. All acta and parts of acts in conflict with 
this act, bo, and tho same are hereby rejiealed. 

3. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. 

Mr. THOMAS oflered an amendment, 
providing that the bill shall continue in 
force lor two years only. Rejected. Mr. 
Jjillard moved to amend the bill by striking 
out $3,501) as salary of Judges of Court of 
-Appeals, and inserting $3,000; also, strike 
out $2,500, as the salaries of the Circuit 
.Judges, Judge ol the Jefferson Court ol 
Common Ple.as, and the Judge of the I-ouis- 
ville Chancery Court. 

Mr. McHenry called for a division of 
the question The question was first taken 
on striking out $3,500. Adopted. The 
question was then taken on striking out 
$2,500. -Adopted. Mr. Bell moved to lay 
the bill and amendment on the table. Re- 
jected. Yeas 37; nays 54. 

'Thequestion was taken on inserting $3,- 
000 as the salary of the judges of the Court 
of Appeals. -Adopted. Y'eas 60; nays 40. 

Mr. CORBET'T moved to reconsider the 
vote striking out $‘2,.500 as the salary of the 
Circuit Judges, Judge of the Louisville 
Chancery Court, and Judge of the Jefferson 
Court of Common Plena. Adopted. Mr. 
Bush moved to strikeout $2,500, and insert 
$2,250. Rejected. The bill was then re- 
jected Y’eas 45; nays 46. 

The .Speaker luiil belore the House the re- 
port ol the ■'Slate .Agent at Washington, 
which was ordered to be printed, and refer- 
red to the Committee on Federal Relations. 

Order of the Day. — House bill to amend 
13th article of the 27th chapter of the Re- 
vised Statutes, title “Court.s.” Said bill reads 
as follows, viz: 

Sec. 1 . Be it enacted, d'c., That it shall bo tho 
duty of tho Circuit Judgo or Chancellor holding 
any court, when an action in equity or ordinary 
is reached on tho docket of tho court by a call of 
tho docket, in which tho Judgo or Chancellor will 
not or cannot properly preside, to give place im- 
mediately to a special judge for tho trial of such 
action, so that said action may bo tried or other- 
wise disposed of in its turn on tbo docket: Pro- 
vided, That if there should bo a failure to obtain 

special judge in tho mode now proscribed by 
law, tbo case shall stand continued until the next 
term, unless either party desire a change of 
venue; in which event, upon the motion of cither 
party, tbo Judgo or Chancellor shall, for the caus- 
es, upon tho conditions, and in tho mode now pro- 
vided by law in cases of change of venue, order 
the change of venue to that county of an adjoin- 
ing circuit most convenient for a speedy trial of 
tho case. 

Sec. 2. Any Judge or Chancellor failing to 
comply with the provisions of tho foregoing sec- 
tion shall bo hold to be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 3. It shall bo the duty of a special or sub- 
stitute judgo to have tho orders of court made 
while he presides, read over in tho presence of the 
members of tho bar in attcndcuco, and corrected, 
if necessary; after which tho same shall be signed 
by such judge; and, until so signed, said orders 
shall have no validity. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect from its pas- 
sage. 

Mr. BEJ-L moved to strike out tbe 2J 
section ol the bill. Rejected. Mr. Bush 
moved to amend the bill by adding to the 
second section the following: ‘'And upon in- 
dictment and conviction thereof shall be 
fined at the discretion of a jury." Adopted. 
The bill was then passed. 

Mr. TUOM.A.S moved to reconsider the 
vote rejetcing the bill increasing the salary 
of Judges. Mr. Bush moved to lay that 
motion on the table. Rejected. Y’eas 35; 
nays 56. The motion to reconsider was then 
placed in the order of the day. 

'The House then took up the bill to repeal 
an act, entitled “-An act to amend section 9, 
chapter 47, Revised .Statutes, title Husband 
and Wife, approved August 31, 186‘2" ['The 
bill repealed is the law requiring ministers 
and other persons to take an oath before 
solemnizing marriage.] Rassed. Y'eas 62; 
nays 32. 

'The House then took up the bill lor the 
benefit of Wm. Herrin, late Sheriff of Ful- 
ton county. [Releases Herrin from the 
payment ol $1,609, revenue collected by him 
for the year 1861, and taken from him by 
Wm. Messick, under the orders of Gen. 
Polk; auditor authorized to credit said Her- 
rin with said sum of money, and also the 
sum of $380 damages.] Passed. Y'eas, 75; 
nays, 14. 

Mr. McHENRY' — Judiciary — To amend 
section 1, article 3, chapter 47, Revised Stat- 
utes, Ordered to be printed, and made 
special order for Friday at 11 o'clock. 

And then the House adjourned. 



Frankfort, Dec. 14, 1865. 

Senate — Mr. DUDLEY, from the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections, rejiorted 
on the contested case of Thompson vs. Allan 
and recommended that the seat of Dr. Allan 
be declared vacant, and a warrant ol elec- 
tion be issued. 

Mr. PR.ALL made the report of the mi- 
nority ol the committee, taking the ground 
that the power of tho Senate was exhausted 
when the boTr.l appointed by it had report- 



red the matter to the people. 

'The majority report in the case of 'Thomp- 
son vs. Allan was then voted on, and was 
udopted. Yeas ‘2‘2; nays 12 — and the seat 
ol the Senator Irom tho 29th District was 
declared vacant and referred to '.he people. 

An act to take the sense of the people as 
to the propriety of calling a general .State 
Convention. Postponed. 

In the case of Thompson vs. Allan, 1,000 
copies of tho reports of the majority and mi- 
nority, were ordered to be printed. 

A House bill to repeal an act, entitled 
“An act to amend the 15th chapter of the 
Revised .Statutes, entitled ‘Citizen, Expatria- 
tion, and Aliens.’ " 

Mr. J. J. L.ANDRAM proposed to so 
amend as to require all persons who have 
actively engaged in the late rebellion, 
and who have not had the pardon of 
the President, or who have not taken 
the amnesty oath, to take an oath to 
support the ( fonslitution of the United States 
and of the .State of Kentucky, before ,resio- 
ration to the rights ol citizenship. Mr. Lan 
dram spoke at length in support of his pro- 
posed amendment, and was responded to by 
Mr. Helm, ol Hardin. 

Mr. MORROW rejoined, and then various 
amendments were proposed, and the result 
was that the previous question was ordered, 
and first the amendment of Mr. Landram, 
amended so as to make it a misdemeanor tor 
any judge of an election to refuse to take the 
vole of any qualified voter, and subject him 
to the pains and penalties denounced in the 
Revised .Statutes, which was rejected, and 
then the bill was ordered lo il.s third reading, 
which being read the original House bill 
was put on its passage and the result was as 
follows:

'The Senate then adjourned. 

House — Mr. CONK 1,1 N — Claims — 'To re- 
peal an act creating a soldiers' relief fund 
for Bourbon county. Passed. 

Mr. YOUNG — Agriculture and Manufac- 
ture — Providing pay for the heads ol red 
foxes, wild cats, wolves and gray foxes 
Placed in orders of the d.ay. 

.Same — to repeal an act, entitled ‘'.An act 
for the protection of sheep in this Common- 
wealth.’' Recommitted. 

.Special Order — 'The House then took up 
the bill reported by the Committee on the 
Judiciary, entitled “An act to pardon all 
persons who have heretofore committed the 
crime of treason against this Common- 
wealth." .Said- bill reads as follows; 

Whereas, The power lo pardon persons who 
have committed treason against this Common- 
wealth is, by the constitution, vested solely in 
the General Assemby thereof; therefore. 

Sec. I . Be it eneeted by the General .Kmeetnbly 
of the Commomeealth of Kentucky, That all per- 
sons who have, at any time heretofore, commit- 
ted the offense or crime of treason against said 
Commonwealth, be, and thoy aro hereby par- 
doned and absolved from all the pains and pen- 
alties thereto attached. 

Sec. 2. Any person heretofore indicted fur such 
oflVhse, in any of the courts of this State, m:iy 
plead this act in bar vf the farther prosecution of 
such indictment. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect from and after 
its passage. 

'The question being taken, the bill was 
passed. Y'eas 57; Nays 34. 

Mr. WEBB — Privileges and Elections — 
'To whom was referred the petition of .A. J. 
Mershon , contesting the seat of G. W. Bal- 
lew, made a majority report, which was or- 
dered to bo printed, and made special order 
for .Saturday at 11 o’clock. 

Mr. S'TOU'T presented a minority report 
in the same case; which was ordered to be 
printed, and made special order for same 
Lay. 

Leave was given to bring in the following 
bills, which were appropriately referred, viz: 
Mr. CONKLIN — 'To prevent the dismissal 
ol civil actions, on account of the wrongs 
complained of having been committedduring 
the existence of martial law in this Stale or 
the suspension of the writ of habeas corpus. 

Orders of the Day — 'The House took up 
the bill lo repeal an act approved 22d Feb- 
ruary, 1S64, entitled "An act to provide a 
civil remedy for injuries done by disloyal 
persons. 

.Said bill reads as follows: 

.Sec. I. Bo it enacted by the General Aeeembly 
yf the Commonwealth of Kentucky , That an act 
approved 22d February entitled ‘ ‘An act to pro- 
vide a civil remedy for injuries done by disloyal 
persons," be, and tho same is hereby, repealed. 

Sec. 2. This act shall taka effect from and af- 
ter its passage. 

Mr. HARL.AN proposed to amend the 1st 
section of the bill by adding the words, "but 
this repeal shall not effect pending actions. " 
Adopted. 

'The bill was then passc.l. Y'eas 46 ; nays 
4.5. 

House bill to appeal an act, entitled, “An 
act to amend the jury laws of this Common- 
wealth, approved -August, ‘22d, 1862, re- 
quiring an additional oath for jurors.” Pas- 
seil. Y'eas 57; nays 33. 

House bill lo repeal an act, entitled “an 
act to amend an act, entitled ‘an act to 
amend sec. 1, art. 3, chapter 32, Revised 
.Statutes, approved Feb 11, 1858," ’ approved 
March 15, 1862. Passed. Y'eas .50; nays 3‘J. 

'The vote to reconsider the bill rejected 
yesterday in relation to the salaries ol Cir- 
cuit and other J udges was reconsidered. 

And then the House adjourned. 

Decision op Jcdok Joiin.son in the Case 
OP Gen. Pai.mer. — In the Louisville Circuit 
Court Judge Johnson delivered the lollow- 
ing opinion and order relative lo the in- 
dictments against Major-General .lohn M. 
Palmer for enticing slaves from their mas- 
ters: 

An indictment was returned on this d.ay, 
by the Grand .Jury of Jefferson county, 
against Palmer, which charges him with 
aiding and assisting Ellen, a slave of .S R 
Womack, lo make her escape from her 
owner, in violation of the slaliiles ol Ken- 
tucky, which declares such aiding and as- 
sisting a /e/ony, and pnnishal.le by confine- 
ment in the penitentiary The defendant, 
by his counsel, appeared in court, and mov- 
ed the court lo quash the indictment on sev- 
eral grounds, which were urged in argu- 
ment. One point raised by counsel is con- 



sidered decisive of the case, and will onlv 
be noticed. 

'The act ol the ICen'ucky J,egislalure 
under which the endictment is framed, pre- 
supposes the existence of slavery in Ken- 
tucky, and the act was intended to protect 
the right of the master in his properly in 
the slave. When slavery ceased to exist all 
acts of the Jjegislalnres of slave holding 
.States, making it felony lo aid them lo es- 
cape from the service ol the owner, became 
a dead letter, and ceased lo have any obli- 
gations or effect. 

The court judicially lakes notice of the 
facts that the requisite number of Slates 
had a.lopted the amendment proposed lo the 
Federal Constitution before the return ol 
the indictment in this case, and at that 
time slavery did not exist in Kentucky, and 
consequently all penal and criminal acts of 
the Kentucky Legislature merely malum 
prohibitum, predicated on the rights of the 
master to the services of the slave, and 
must fall with slavery, and consequently 
were not in force at the lime the indictment 
in this case was found. 

It is a principal of the criminal law that 
after the repeal or expiration of a criminal 
or penal statute merely malum prohibitum, no 
judgment can be rendered for a violation of 
that statute committed even while in force, 
because to authorize a judgment against the 
violation of such law, it must be in force at 
the date of the judgment. 

'The motion lo dismiss the indictment is 
sustained. 



Message from the Governor. 

'The following message was sent lo the 
T.egislatiire on Mond.ay last. It wasordered 
10 be printed and referred lo ihe Committee 
on the .Judiciary. 

.sta'te'of ICENTUCKY, 

Executive Depaiitsient, 
Frankfort, Ike. 9, 1865 

Gentlemen of the Senate and Ilouee of Itepreeen- 
tativea: 

Since the final adjournment of the last 
General As.“embly Richard Hawes, indicted 
in the Bourbon and Franklin circuit courts 
for treason; Wm. E. Simms, indicted for 
treason in the Bourbon circuit; and .James 
A. .S. Pcrcefull, .James A. Percefull, and 
'Thomas <J. Percefnll, indicted for treason in 
the Ivnox circuit, have petitioned me for 
pardon. Reprieves have been gr.anted to 
each until the en.l of your iiresent Assem- 
bly, pursuant lo the power vested in me by 
articled, section U), Constitution of Ken- 
tucky; and I now lay their cases belore you, 
to whom the power ol pardoning is reserved 
by the article aforesaid, with the recom- 
mendation that they be pardoned. No 
other applications have been made lo me; 
but there are doubtles.H many similar cases 
within the Slate. 

Entertaining the opinion that acts of trea- 
son committed within the .Stale, in aid ol 
the recent rebellion against the United 
Slates, the structure of our Government ne- 
ces.snrily merges the treason against Ihe 
.State in that against the United States; I 
therefore hold that a pardon from the Presi- 
dent of the United Stales, either by special 
pardon or by general amnesty, acquits all en- 
titled loanch amnesty, or holding such par- 
don, of all liability for trca.son in any Stale 
court. Were the law ruled otherwise, the 
provisions of the Federal and .State Consti- 
tutions securing the citizen from being twice 
put ill jeopardy of life or limb for the same 
ofiense, would be nullified. Although the 
act of levying war within a .State against Ihe 
Government of the United States may, if 
tiuccessliil, have the effect of overthrowing 
the Stale Government, yet it cannot be but 
the one offense — the crime of treason against 
the Federal Government — against which it 
was levied. In treason cither the one or 
the other Government must have Ihe ex- 
clusive jurisdiction , otherwise a conflict of 
jurisdiction would ensue, and the constitu- 
tional guaranty against being Iwiceenjeop- 
ardized will be disregarded. 

If the levying of war be only against the 
.State Government, then the .‘State tribunals 
have exclusive jurisdiction: but if the war be 
levied against Ihe United Stales, though 
waged within the .State ns a necessary in- 
cident to such war, the acts can only be 
treason against Ihe Government of tbe Unit- 
ed Slates, and Slate courts have not juris- 
diction. 

Such being the view which 1 lakeol this 
question of conslitutional law, contenting 
myself with the simple statemenlof it, with- 
out deeming it necessary to cite authorities 
or elaborate by argument, 1 recommend that 
you grant a general pardon of all who may 
stand indicted in the courts of the .Stale kir 
thecrimeol treason, based upon acts com- 
mitted ol levying war within this .Slate 
against Ihe Government of the United 
States. 

•And in this connection I would recom- 
menl the repeal of the 1st section of an act, 
entitled “An act lo prohibit and prevent re- 
bellion by citizens of Kentucky and others 
in the .State," approved October 1st, 1861, 
which provides, "'That any citizen of this 
State who, as a soldier or officer of the army 
of the so-called Confederate .Sl.ates, and a.s 
pan of an armed force, shall invade this 
State lo make war upon it, shall be deemed 
guilty ol felony, and, upon conviction in any 
court having jurisdiction thereof, shall be 
confined in the penitentiary for any period 
of not less than one nor more than ten years, 
at the discretion of the jury." 

Since the termination of the war several 
pardons have been granted lo those indicted 
under this section. 'Though the power of 
pardon is full in such cases, yet a repeal ol 
this section would end the necessity for Ex- 
ecutive interference. The repeal of this 
section will give no exemption to those em- 
braced in the section and who remain the 
proper subjects of punishmeni; nor will it 
exempt Irom punishment guerrillas, their 
aiders and abettors, who waged within our 
borders their barburou.s ami uncivilized war- 
fare, and against whom ihe law should main 
lain a fixed condemnnlioii, and burn with 
the braml of an indelible and enduring 
stigma

The synopsis of the Re- 
port of Secretary McCulloch is from the 
New York Mercantile Journal and gives all 
points of interest, well stated. 

Protest Against the Amendment. 

We publish to-day the protest against the 
Constitutional Amendment offered in the 
lower House hy the member Iron. Breckin- 
ridge. This action on the part of this gen- 
tleman has rather surprised us as it does 
not accord with that wisdom, patriolism 
and statesmanship for which we have here- 
tofore given him credit. He, with other 
Conservatives of hi.s si, amp, have opposed 
the pas.s:igc of the .Amendinenl. On that 
point their record is clear. The whole 
country understands now that Kentucky, as 
at present reiiresenicd in her Legislature, 
condemns the Amendment ns unconstitu- 
tional, (yiannical, subversive ol state rights, 
and as llagranily rebellious as the late 
.Southern rebellion. But the country does 
not agree with Kentucky on tlie.se points. 
Her arguments in proof of all the ills which 
are to How Irom the ratification of the 
Amendment have failed to convince any 
sister State in the Union of the existence in 
it ol any ill. 

Three-fourths ol the .States have ratified 
the Amendment. It would he the part of 
modesty now in Kentucky to accept the 
voice of the people us the voice of wisdom 
and loyalty. Or if modesty in politics is an 
unknown virtue, it would be the part of 
wisdom and justice to accept the decision of 
the majority of the people and to abide by 
their will, as in a republic — accorditig to 
favorite Democralic doctrine, of the old 
style, of course — the majority should rule. 
But if frotn the morality ol politics these 
two virtues have also been dropped, then let 
that semi-virtue rule, quiet acquiescence, 
making the best of a bad bargain, especially 
when it cannot be helped. 

But don't let us scold — protesting cannot 
do any good. For the last twelve months 
every Conservative breath has borne a pro 
lest, but it has not been listened to. If it 
could not change the minds of the people 
before ratification it can do no good alter — 
if it could not save slavery when living it 
cannot resuscitate the dead; it cannot even 
shock into it a galvanic lile for it is stone 
dead. Nothing remains but for the an- 
nouncement of the ratification of the amend- 
ment to bury it out ol our sight forever. 
And let Kentucky respond, “Amen." 

Though it can do no good, protesting may 
work much harm. It will injure the Stale 
not only in her reputation abroad but in 
her interests at home. Instead ol still re- 
sisting the decree of late and thus strength- 
ening the prejudice against the freedmen, 
it should he accepted and every means used 
to keep their favor and labor. Kentucky 
needs laborers and here they are at hand. 
They are suited lor the needed work. — are 
thoroughly at home in our fields and in our 
households and with our slock. And there 
is a mutual acquaintance springing from 
the close relation so long existing between 
master and slave which is ilsell a great ad- 
dition to the worth of the laborer. Ken- 
tucky, consulting her own interests, should 
cease protesting now against that act by 
which her slaves are freed, and adapt herself 
as speedily as possihle to their new con- 
dition. 

The whole question of the rightand wrong 
of the .Amendment has been amply disctis- 
j eed. Now let it cease. When the announce- 
ment ol its ratification is made hy authority, 
that should be an end of controversy on the 
siihjecl. .All should go to work with a will, 
still to strengthen the bonds of the Union 
and locstahlish permanent peace and good 
will. 



Repealing; the Expatriation Act 

.An act to repeal the Expatriation .Act has 
been passeil in each House of the Legisla- 
ture. The original hill was to repeal with- 
oul cotidition.s or exceptions, but an amend- 
ineiit was oH'ered in the .Senate by .Senator 
Land ram and in the Hotiee hy Mr. Bell re- 
<|uiriiig the expatriated lo take an oath ol al 
legiaiice before heing admitted again to the 
full rights ol eilizenship. The .A mendment 
was nilopted in the .Senate by a majotilv ol 
two voles, anil was 'ost in the lloii.se. 

Since the e.lose of the rebellion gentle- 
men have grow II very squeamish about this 
act. When it was raging they saw nothing 
unconstitutional in the act, nothing but what 
the salely of Kentucky required, nothing but 
what Kentucky traitors well merited. What 
is wrong about it now, then? The rebellion 
has lerminaled. But does this necessitate 
the wiping out from our legislation of every 
condemnation of treason and all punish- 
ment ol traitors'? Does it call lor a turning 
of the lablen U|K>n the Union men ol the 
.State by permitting those who for four years 
have revelled in Kentiickv blood and Ken- 



tucky spoils to still carry on their pesecti- 
tiou at the ballot box? Though they mur- 
dered and robbed our citizens at will yet 
they have failed with the bullet, and now 
Conservatives, even victims themselves of 
their cruelty and rapacity, put the ballot in 
their hands and tell them to go on with 
their work. 

True mercy is a noble attribute — a cring- 
ing before and fawning upon an enemy is 
the opposite. And this latter is the character 
of Conservative interference now with the 
Expatriation Act. When it was enacted 
guerrillas — for it is to them we allude in 
this article — had no vote, they were killing 
off voters and especially of the loyal kind. 
So they were playing into the hands of their 
sympathizing brethren, and the Expatria- 
tion Act could do them no harm, tvhile the 
show of loyalty there was in advocating it 
would benefit these brethren Enough of 
the loyal men, though, were not killed olf — 
their expression at the ballot box last sum- 
mer was a trumpet blast in the cars ol Con- 
servatives, and they need more voters. In 
their need they turn to these thousands of 
guerrillas who have been desolating their 
.State and homes, and, by a repeal of the 
Expatriating Act, ask for their assistance in 
keeping them in place and power. Is not 
their conduct despicable? That gallant 
soldier who well knows these miscreants. 
Col. Wolford, and others of his stamp pro- 
tested against this fawning upon their old 
foes. But it wa.s ol no .avail, for in the 
scale between political power, and honor, 
patriotism and true manliness, the Conser- 
vative influence is thrown with the former. 

The spirit revealed in the repe.aling ol 
this Act does not speak well lor the loyally 
or wisdom ol our Slate. Those rebels who 
went oul of the State and bohlly cast liicir 
lot with the Confederacy ami have now re- 
turned to their homes; acknowledging defeat 
and allegiance, may be entrusted with the 
privileges ol citizenship. But those who re 
maineil at home ns spies, lo murder and rob 
and lo furnish supplies and hiding places lo 
guerrilla.-', can no more he Irusleil now than 
then And to entrust them now with (low- 
er is to reward.treason and punish loyalty. 
This probably, however, is the reason many 
have lor so doing. 

“Pica” vj. Observer and Reporter. 

The Lexington tio nservative organ, in 
noticii.g the debate ol Monday in the .Senate 
on .Senator Benton's resolution to take up 
and consider the question of repealing all 
laws relating to slavery in this fJomnion- 
weallh, in consequence of the ratification 
ol the Constitutional -Amendment, makes 
quite a blunder. It says that “Conservative 
speakers expressed their readiness to under- 
take such Legislation ns might be found 
necessary and pro(ier immediately on the 
receipt ol official information that the 
Amendment had been ratified by the requi- 
site number of States." Senator Gorin ex- 
pressed such an opinion. Rut it was not so 
with the other senators who took [lart in 
the debate. 

As .Senator Helm objects lo what we said 
re8|>ecting his remarks on this subject we 
will give an extract from a letter to the 
Louisville Democrat No one can doubt 
‘‘I’ica's"— the corres(.ondent — Conservatism. 
He IS continii'tlly on the watch lo detect a 
peg oil which to hang some complaint 
against the Government. .And when he 
can find others ol his way ol thinking he 
is very iqit to represent them correctly. He 
says that ."'eiiator Cochran “opposed the 
resolution because no notification of the rati- 
fication ol the amendment had been receiv- 
ed, General Palmer lo the contrary not- 
withstanding — hecaiise, if such notification 
were received, it did not follow that such leg- 
islation must be adopted; denied Ihepowerof 
any number of. Stales loso amend the Consti- 
tution as to swallow up anri absorb the 
rights expressly reserved lo the .States by the 
Federal Constitution, among which is the 
right lo regulate each .8iale for itself its own 
domestic concerns, which embraces the 
question ol slavery — condemned the rebel- 
lion of ll'.e Southern Slates — had drawn his 
swerd to suppress it. It was an attempi to 
override the Constitution. All attempts lo 
trample upon that instrument were rebel- 
lion, and the action ol the Southern people 
in attempting to do so was no more flagrant- 
ly rebellious than the attempt now heing 
ma.le by the dominant party to destroy the 
eflicacy of that instrument.” 

Here Senator Cochran, according to 
Pica's representation, denounces the at- 
tenqit to enforce the Constitutional .Amend- 
ment as rebellion, flagrant as that of the 
South. He said nothing of taking proper 
measures lo place the Slate in accord with 
the provisions of that Amendment, while 
the tenor ol his remarks held forth a plainly 
contrary inlerence. “Pica" further says 
that .Senator Helm reiterated and endorsed 
the position ol the Senator Irom .Shelby. 
We believe Pica's re|)orl lo be correct. The 
churacler ol the debate on Senator Benton's 
resolution revealed no rcadine.ss to accept

Treason at a Premium. 

The lower House of the Legislature pas- 
sed an act yesterday morning repealing an 
act lo punish disloyal and treasonable prac- 
tices, approved February 22, I8C4. This act 
has especial reference to “guerrillas, robbers, 
bandits, or armed bands,” engaged in “des- 
troying or injuring lives and property in 
this .State.” This the lower House re[)cals, 
and receives and invites back all “guerrillas, 
robbers and bandits,” to a full participation 
in the government of the State. We venture 
to assert that a greater outrage has never 
been committed on the people of Kentucky. 

For four years these meu have been riding 
about Kentuckyki lling, stealing and spying- 
breaking every law ol God and man — and 
now they are to be pardoned by law of 
the Legisl.ature and admitted to all the 
rights and privileges of those who, all during 
the war, have stood true to the Union, and 
for this have suffered the loss of life and 
properly at the hands of these very men. 

The power is in the hands of the Con- 
servatives to control matters as they please, 
and there is no use in Union men com- 
plaining. But they may as well prepare 
for the worst. The next step perhaps may 
be to pass an act driving Union men Irom 
the State. This would be consistent with 
the course of the present Legislature. They 
have gone lo work lo ennoble treason and 
to make loyalty odious. And they are en- 
deavoring, if not to enact laws against the 
Union men, so lo excite (Uiblic 0 (>inion as 
that all their efforts in behalf of the Union 
and for Kentucky’s welfare, may meet with 
a miserable lailurc, and they themselves suf- 
fer ill purse and person.

We protest against the proclamation of 
the General commanding as a piece of (ire 
sumption. Martial law having been re 
moved from the State, all information of 
national action should be communicated to 
the people of the State by the Executive of- 
ficer thereof, who no doubt will, at the 
proper time, give them the necessary infor 
mation . 

We protest against the amendment, be- 
cause Kentucky is the only State aflected 
by it to the loss of slave properly, and it 
therefore operates unequally and unjustly 
u(xm her interests. 

We protest against it. because Kentucky 
having exhibited her devotion to the Gov- 
ernment and proved her loyalty by furnish- 
ing nearly ninety thousand soldiers lor the 
war against the rebellion, whose prowess 
w.as unsurpassed by those of any other State, 
should have been trusted with the disfiosi- 
tion of a question so vitally affecting her 
material interests. 

We protest against it, because it is des- 
tructive of our original plan of government 
in the distribution of powers lo the States 
and the nation. It is an unconstitutional 
interference with vested rights and the pri- 
vate affairs of the people of the State. It 
is a consolidation of all power in the Federal 
Government, at the expense of the States. 

For these and other causes, we protest 
against the amendment, and appeal to the 
sober second thought of the people, not for 
redress of wrong, for we arc without remedy, 
but for the restoration ol the rights of .Stales.
